News from Europe. 


Pants, March 27,—Late Rio Janeiro letters 
recelved bere state that Gen, Polydoro has becu 
aselgued to the command of the allled forces 
now tn Paraguay, ‘he Paraguayan at a re- 
cent assemblage in Ascension adopted a peti-~ 
tion praying the allles to form a provielonal 
government with that city as {ts capital. 
Aruens, March 27.—Photliades Boy, the 
Turkish envoy and minister plenipotentiary, 
bas arrived from Constantinople aod resumed 
amicable relations tu bebalf of his goverumeut 
with the Greelan Court. 

Paurs, March 27.—The Gaulois newspaper 
says that the Emperor Napoleon has demanded 
an explanation of the King of Frusala in regard 
to the recent mobilization of troops in the 
western provinces, 

Hone Kono, March 19,—The arrangement be- 
tween Minister Burlingame and Lord Claren- 
don, ia that all negotiations are to be conducted 
with central aud not local authorities, und that 
before active War is inaugurated, all disputes 
are to be referred to the Home Government, 
which gives great dissatisfaction to the Hong 
Kong journals. 

The Catholic priests from the North report 
the rebels in strong force onthe road to Pekio, 
and predict the fall of the Celestial Empire 
within « year.

charge 18 being operated upon in the 
grinding pans, the settlers are acting upon 
and passiog off theold charge, From the 
sottler the material is passed tu an Agitator 
4 large pan of six feet diameter, similar to 
a settler, but the bottom baving & concayo- 
convex slape. From the agitator it passes 
into two traps, the firat one retaining 
noarly all the stray quicksilver which es 
capes from the agitator, the second one 
retaining the remainder.

A correspondent of the New Hnagland 
Farmer haying inquired the best method of 
manuring sward land preparatory for corn, 
js nnawered as follows: 

‘There is no settled practice in this mat 
ter. Some of our most successful farmers 
haul the manure directly from the barn cel 
lar, spread it upon the sward and plough it 
from tive to eight inches, This is done on 
many farms about us, Where excellent crops 
of corn are annually raised, Our own prac- 
tice is— 

1, To allow no long or coarse materials 

to yo into the manure heap, 
2. To get the manure out into the suo 
nocd rain sufficiently early in the spring to 
overbaul itand get up o slight termenta— 
tion; then asecond overhauling will reduce 
it so that it can be comfortably shovelled, 

3. Apply it broadcast to the surtace- 
whether on award or stubble ground--and 
work it under with the cultivator, just deep 


enough to cover it. 

4, With this, apply home-made guano, 
ashes, or something else to the hill; plant 
from the 20th to the 80th of May. Keep 
the surface light, all weeds out, and on a 
good soil you will rarely, if ever, fail of 
reaping an abundant reward for all your 
labor,

The Sap Sucker Question. 


Under this head, a correspondent of the 
Boston Qultivator answers un article which 
Appeared in our columns some weeks ago 
He suys;—Some time ago you gave an ex~ 
tract from the Utica Herald, about the sap 
sucker, in which the writer for that paper 
attempts to prove that he merely picks into 
the tree for the purpose of attracting a 
species of small ants—and also that it is an 
error as to their devouring flies that are at 
tracted by the sap of the trees. Now these 
birds are different where the writer for the 
Herald writes from, than in New Hampshire, 
as IT have watched their movements on some 
kinds of trees, and when feeding their 
young they came to this supplying place 
and caught all the flies that they could 
hold in their bill, and would dart out in 
pursuit of them eight or ten feet from the 
tree, and not an ant was seen about the 
holes, Again, he says ‘they do not drink 
the sap;” thisis « glaring mistake, as 1 
have seen therm at work on apple trees in 
cool days in October, when flies and ants 
were not about, and they went from hole to 
hole drinking out the sap. He will have 
noted their habits at different periods of 
their sojourn with us to get all the facts 
correculy. .

Tosects inj 

Every year is bringing out new facts and 
a greater acquaintance with the habits of 
insects than formerly. It is interesting to 
know that a large number of the students 
have entered upon this hitherto almost un- 
known study. In consequence of the al- 
mest universal ignorance of insects, the far- 
mer and gardner have hitherto been liable 
to great injury to their crops from their de- 
predations, Eyen the enemies of insects 
and the iriend of the farmer were indiserim- 
inately persecuted and destroyed. No- 
body knew the curculio a few years since, 
while thousand who bad orchards bored to 
death by the borer did not know the cause 
of the mischief, The lady bug on the tur- 
nip plants was supposed to be eating up 
the leaves of the plant when it was busy 
eating up the insects that ate the leaves, 
Even now a wasp’s nest which is enterely 
out of the way of hari is persecuted as a 
most undesirable companion of man, while 
the whole family may be busy in killing 
the insects that eat up his crops. It is said 
that some species of wasps Will attack the 
gad fly, the sheep bott, or the flesh fly so 
injurious to cattle, It is true itis not plea- 
sant mowing into a big hornet’s nest and 
getting the worst of it, but when they seek 
& home under the eaves of your dwellings 
they are generally harmless, and some 
species at least will do much to relieve 
the house and garden of various injurious 
insects, 

Probably every {naect in the world has 
some enemy, and it may often be of ser 
vice to know this fact in order that we may 
protect the one and destroy the other. It 
Was but a few wocks since we met a man 
who owned a large orchard and yet never 
saw an apple borer, Such ignorance in an 
orchardist where this insect abounds is uu- 
pardonable at the present day, 

The lepidopterous insects are among the 
most destructive orders, They are the larva, 
or caterpillar of the beautiful butterflies or 
moths so abundant everywhere, What is 
a most beautiful objectia the enemy of man 
in the sbupe of a caterpillar which eats the 
leaves of plants and then hatches out as a 
butterfly, which will soon ny a great pum- 
ber of eggs to be batehed out into these 
same disgusting caterpillars. ‘Thus we 
would let a butterfly go as harmless, but 
which in reality la the repository of & large 
number of destructive agents in the shape 
Of worms and caterpillureewhiob we went 
hasten to crush beneath our feet. 

It jaa noticeable and encouraging fact 
that greater attention is given every your 
to the habits of insects by intelligent fur- 
mers themselves, ‘This babit of 1oquiry 
and investigation should be encouraged, 
‘There is scarcely anything too trivial to go 
unnoticed to the aninial kingdom, A sin 
gle fact may serve to unfold w grent princi 
Be It in trae that there may sometimes 
»¢ found immense awarma of insects at cer 
tain seasona of the year which the hand of 
man Cannot destroy, but he may even in 
such cases ovade their depredations if he 
but atudy their babits, Karly sowing of 
wheat bas saved us in great measure from 
the ravages of the wheat-midge. We know 
better now than to soak onion seed with 
the hope of destroying the onion fly; and 
ho just as far as we become acquainted with 
their babite aball we be able to withstand 
thoir ravages.—Maine Parmer,

of which cattle are exceedingly fond, and 
on which they thrive notably, There is 
also a considerable amount of refuse left in 
the course of manufacture very valuable as 
manure, And it is further stated that the 
sugar beet being a triennial rotation crop 
admirably prepares the soil for wheat, so 
that from one fourth to one third more of 
that grain cao, on the average, he raised on 
land previously cultivated for beet root 
than would otherwise be obtained, Thus 
itis claimed that the introduction of the 
beet-root sugar manufacture not only en 
riches a country with # new and profitable 
industry, it also stimulates the production 
of meat and bread. It is also confidently 
affirmed that facts are abundantly shewing 
that the beet-root sugar can compete in the 
markets of the world with cane grown 
sugar, without the aid of protective duties 
jn its favor, It is manifest that if these 
alleged tacts sball be demonstrated to be 
aa trustworthy «8 affirmed that a great 
revolution and extension of the sugar 
tanufacture and sugar trade of the world 
ix not far off. Should the insurrection in 
Cuba greatly diminish the sugar production 
in that Island for any length of time, the 
result would beto immensely stimulate the 
manufacture of sugar from beet-root, 

It issomewhat surprising that this new 
Sugar manufacturing industry, so rapidly 
developing itselt on the European conti- 
nent should have excited so little attention 
comparatively in Great Britain, until just 
now, It is true the question has been 
noted from time totime by public writers 
and some few abortive attempts have 
made to plant the new industry on British 
and Irish soil, but nothing worthy of the 
name of a serious effort to localize in Great 
Britain this important business has been 
made until the present time. 

‘This isthe more remarkable because the 
soil and climate of certain portions of the 
British Islands would seem to be pre-emi 
nently adopted to successful beet-root cul 
ture. The climate and soil of the South 
and West of Treland especially would seem 
to be particularly titted for thissort of pro 
duction. 

Considerable attention is now being di- 
rected to this matter, One of the most 
enterprising ot the Euglish sugar refiners 
has established « beetroot sugar manufac- 
tory, and the prospect of success is said to 
be excellent. Earnest efforts are being put 
forth to direct attention to this branch of 
industry also in Ireland. 

Réflecting vpon the wonderful progress 
madein this matterin France, we do not 
kee wliy such an enterprise might not pro- 


Gace grand results in Ireland, if once 
thoroughly established there, The humid 
and equable climate of Ireland would give 
special advantage to the Irish cultivator of 
the sugar beet. We anticipate that some 
thing remarkable will be achieved before 
long both in Bogland aod Ireland in the 
prosecution of this promising industrial 
pursuit.. Why not giveit a trial in Canada?

The office ia a new two story frame 
building with wing, the main part being 
occupied as a dwelling, while the business 
office is in the wing. Ringing at the doer, 
We were admitted, ushered into the office 
aud seated, The room was elegantly car 
peted, and furnished, In one corner stood 
4 tall bookcase, the shelves of which were 
filled with choice volumes, while upon the 
table lay copies of late publications on 
horticultural subjects; and in one corner 
files of daily papers. On the walls were 
a few fine pictures, among which was a 
portrait of Mr, Oliphant, painted during 
his childhood, In a few moments that 
gentleman made his appedrance, aod pro- 
josed to exhibit the grounds of the society, 
he first visit was to a green-house, where 
astock: of vegetables and beddiug plants 
were nodergoing the processes of ‘pricking 
out!

The Kingston Whig, after quoting » re- 
port of the proceedings of the Vestry 
Meeting of St. Thomas Church, says ;— 

“In connection with the appointment of 
the Rey. Mr. Kirkpatrick to the Incumbency 
of St. James,’ Kingston, the congregation 
had strong grounds to suspect that an innova.

New Varieties or Potatoes, 


Theyseason for planting potatoes 1s up 
proaching, and new varieties are constantly 
being introduced to public favor, It is 
well, therefore, that our farmera should 
know which kinds are most sought nfter, 
and which are considered the most produc- 
tive und valuable, In turoing our attention 
to this question find that the late 
Rey. Chancey E. Goodrich, devoted a large 
share of the last fifteon years of his lite, to 
the origination and test culture of new 
Varieties of the potato, He obtained twelve 
Kinds of South American potatoes, from 
those sections of thecountry where the 
potato is indigenous, and he propagated 
directly from the seed ball borne by these 
native sorts, nearly sixteen thousand plants, 
no two of them being exactly ulike, Out 
of the large number of new sorts thus pro- 
duced atter yenrs of experimental care, Mr, 
Goodrich found that he 
thought sufficiently better than the old 
Kinds in cultivation, to warrant 
olfering them to the public, 


Prior to the death of Mr, Goodrich, he 
Appointed & committed to watch the result 
of turther cultivation, The committes was 
composed of the following persona, viz: 
Dr, John P, Gray, Superintendent of the 
New York State Lunatic Asylum,Chairman; 
B, P. Jobnvon, Hon, Samuel Campbell, P. 
L, Harrison, C, W. Gleason und D, 3, 
Heffron

In some parts of the British Islands, 
Where the object was to get rid of excessive 
moisture, much good ha been effected by 
cutting down the hedge-row trees planted 
in lines along the fences ; whose effect was 
to cause the mildewing of the wheat and 
other grain growing within the reach of

Operation ; or finally remove it the breadth 
of two spacings, aod carry it to the further 
end of the space to betrenched, Then let 
him throw out the first spading of the sub- 
soil, and replace it by the secoud spnding 
of the same, upon which is thrown the 
third spading of the surface soil. The 
third spading of the subsoil is laid into the 
yacancy left by the remoyal of the second, 
sud the fourth spading of the surface soil 
ig turned Upon it; and so on to the end of 
the break, when the first spading of the 
subsoil is brought to fill the last vacancy, 
and the two spadings of surface soil previ- 
ously remoyed, laid on the top. In farm 
cultivation the principle developed above, 
is preserved by the construction of the 
subsoil plough, which is so formed as to 
break up and loosen the subsoil without 
turnibg it over, or causing it to displace 
the fertile soil which lies aboye it. 

As to the non-effect of his manure, if it 
were buried so deep as to be inaccessible to 
the rooulets of the plants,it would of course 
bo simply wasted. As the tendency of 
manure is to work downwards, the soluble 
parts upon which plants feed, being carried 
down by the infiltration of rain water, it fu 
always best to apply it upon,or immediate- 
ly beneath the surface, according to the 
seugon of the year, and the kind of crop to 
follow it, Hence arises the beneticial eect 
which follows the application of manure as 
4 top dressing to grass lands iu early spring 
snd Jate fall, The roots of the grasses, nod 
especially the natural grasses, do not pene:

This is a subject which concerns our- 
selves more than most of us ever think of. 
Tt has been proyed over and over again, 
that the wholesale destruction of trees ex- 
erciges an extremely prejudicial effect upon 
the agricultural capabilities of a continen- 
tal country, conyerting fertile tracts inte 
barren wastes; aud limpid streams into 
raging torrents in winter and spring, and 
muddy pools or dusty rayines in summer 
aud autumn; insomuch that many countries, 
formerly celebrated for their luxuriant 
vegetation, have been converted into arid 
deserts, from having bad their sheltering 
woods destroyed by barbarian hordes dur- 
ing their migrations and invasions, In 
islands,or countries which lie contiguous to 
the sea-const, the effect is not so great; 
but even in such situations the wholesale 
destruction of trees has been attended with 
disastrous consequences, as is witnessed 
by the prosont condition of some of the 
Azores and Canary Islands, as compared 
with their appearance a century ago. 

‘The function of trees is by shading the 
surface of the earth from the direct rays of 
the sun, and sheltering it from the sweep 
of dry and parching winds, to maintaio the 
degree of humidity necessary to sustain the 
growth of the more delicate vegetable pro- 
ductiona; at the same time that they con- 
dense the atmosphere moisture in quantity 
large enough to not only supply their own

ized to report to the house at avy time. 

Tho Heraid’s Havana special says, the Brit- 
dsb schooner, * Jeff. Davis,’ was captured in the 
vid Babumu channel, and brought In to Cuba, 
Hecause the bas bad on board as passengers, 
*@ veral Cuban white and colored, who were 
endeavoring to reach Nassau.

Kor general use a hen should be good 
layer, sitter, and mother, She must be « 
good feeder, too, bright, clear-eyed, quick 
iu her motions, but not scary, and with 
these points, she will pay to keep. Besides, 
she should be large, well-feathered, with 
sinall, short Jegs, with a small head, broad 
shoulders, and deep body, The cock should 
be thicker in the leg, broader across the 
shoulders, and ‘fully a third heavier, 
He should have a gallant strut, be firat out 
in the morning, first to go to roost, inclined 
to take on flesh easily, generous in picking 
out titbits for the hens, and not quarrel 
some, We do not associute large eyes 
with great tardiness, They ure a great 
beauty, and indicate high breeding; hence, 
with perfection in featherand other points, 
they are desirable in fancy fowls. In very 
large breeds quick growth is desirable, 
while early maturity is not. Each of the 
different breeds has its characteristic points, 
and the fowl should, in addition to the 
above general marks, show them distinctly.

Fowls in Horse Stables. 


Fowls should never be permitted to have 
access tothe horsestable, nor the feeding 
room, nor the hay-mow. Their roosts should 
be entirely separate from the stable, ao that 
they may not always be ready to slipin, 
whenever a door is opened ; and that the ver- 
min which infest poultry muy not reach 
horses and cattle, It is well known fact 
that fowls of all kinds, when allowed'to go on 
lay-mows or the feeding, or anywhere in the 
barn, damage fodder. We would as soon 
allow fowls to live in the kitchen, aud to hop 
on the dinner table while we were eating, and 
to roost on our clean bedstead, as allow them 
to have free access to the horse stable and 
barn. Some horses aro always afraid of 
fowls; and when one enters the manger, or 
rack the timid horses will immediately sur- 
render theirentire right, however hungry 
they may be, to these lawless marauders, 
And after they have scratched over the feed 
with their filthy droppings, a horse must be 
exceedingly hungry before he will eat his

has never been questioned. The cause and 
palliatives of the Potatoe Disease are known 
to but very few of the more enlightened 
farmers at the present day. 

PREPARING THE BOIL, 


The soil best suited for Potato Culture, 
is 4 rich sandy loam; butevery one cannot 
have that choice, and will often have to 
plant on heavy clay soils, When this is the 
case, it should be thoroughly underdrained 
if poasible, as potatoes grown on wet soils 
are most subject to disease, and the flavor 
is also much inferior than when grown ona 
dry, warm soil, The soilshould be broken 
to a good depth, and mede fine and mellow, 
A liberal supply of old manure should be 
used when it is at all attainable. On rich 
pasture lands, the decaying sod answers 
sufficiently well for a year or two, in place 
of manure, Ashes are very valuable and, as 
the supply is generally small, they may be 
applied alone or mixed with plaster in the 
proportion of one bushel of plaster to four 
or tive of ashes, dropping a handful on cach 
hill after the potatoes are up and haye made 
a few Inches growth, And I have suceeded 
well in cultivating potatoes, by dropping a 
handful of ashes in each hill at the time of 
planting the potatoes, and I approve of 
both plans being adopted. 

PREPARING SEED, 


There has been considerable discussion 
concerning the relative merits of planting 
whole or cut potatoes but as yet undecided 
which is the best way. I have planted po- 
tatoes cut in one, two, or more pieces, 
down to a single eye. Usually I get the 
best results from potatoes cut into two or 
three eyes, when well cultivated, The 
only good objection to cutting seed so 
small, is that the plants don’t grow as 
luxuriantly when emall, especially if the 
weather is cold und wet, as if the sets were 
larger; butif they get a good start, and 
are properly cultivated, I flad no difficulty 
in growing A heavy crop of large, sound 
potatoes, When whole potatoes ure plant- 
ed, I would select those of a medium size, 
not very small, neither the largest ones and 
plant one in 4 hill, Whole potatoes grow 
very luxuriantly and yield well; but there 
will be a great many small Tusexs. 

The best yield I have ever seen, was in 
1868, from potatoes cut into small eyes and 
two pieces put into each hill; with ordi- 
nary cultivation 810 bushels per acre was 
produced, The potatoes that produced 
this large yield, wus the “Harrison.” 


MODE OF CULTIVATION, 


The following is my plan of cultivating 
the potate, which I have found to produce 
good results, Ifthe land is in good con- 
dition I plough as soon as it is in good 
working order, usually about the laat of 
April, and harrow until the surface is fine 
and mellow, Some soils will be in much 
better coadition if plougbed inthe Mall, al- 
lowing the frost to mellow the hard lumps 
and kill the roots of perennial weeds, 
and cross-plough and harrow in the spriny 

If potatoes are to be cultivated in hitls, I 
strike furrowa about two feet eight inches 
apart, both ways, SERIE two sets or one 
whole potato in each hill. If cultivated in 
drills, I strike the furrows a little farther 
apart and tho sets from twelveto fifteen 
inches apart, according to the vigor of the 
kind, If the soil is mellow, the seed may 
be covered With 4 one horse plough cover- 
ing about four inches deep. As soon asthe 
first sprouts break through the soil, go over 
the fleld with « light barrow, turn top side 
down or with the top of asmall tree, drag- 
ging across the rows, ‘This operation des- 
troya nearly all the young weeds, sand 
lenves the ground in excellent condition 
forthe cultivator, which should be set to 
work in a fow days after harrowing, aod 
no matter if the potatoes are not all up, run 
the cultivator through the rows every few 
days, till the potatoes have a good start. 
If weeds are allowed to cover the ground, 
they are yery difficult to kill and wall great 
ly injure the crop thereby. Continue to 
plough until the vinew have covered the 
ground or until they liave dove blossoming 
but do not run the plough very deep to 
warda the lost na it will injure the roots 
The old way of billing up potatoes la Worse

perience 

If auy weeds appear after the Inst plough 
ing they must be hoed or pulled up, as the 
crop will be greatly injured, besides most 
of them will go to seed and fill the ground 
and make trouble in future, 

It is probably best to procure new 
seed potatoes av often as practicable, as I 
find that seed potatoes procured at a dis 
tance will always produce the best resulte 
for tho first few years, Still IT think by 
good culture aod the jon of the boat 
seod, variety may be kept perfect and often 
make a decided improvement lo the quality 
at leant, if not in quantity 

VANIETIEG —AKLY QOODINOM 

The late Rey, C. B. Goodrich, of Utica.

1. Early planting, and planting early sorts, 
becauso this gives greater’ probability of 
avolding the elfects of autumnal chills and 
rains, ‘This remedy has been found very 
effectual in Nova Scotia, 


2, Change of seed, especially frem poor 


localities to richer and milder situations,— 
‘The Scottish, low country farmers have ob- 
talnod excellent results by importing seed 
potatoes from the bleak and poor highland 
districts 


%. Selecting those varieties which have 


proved least lable to disease, and these will 
generally be found to be such os haye been 
recently introduced, or lately procured from 
the seed 

4. Planting io dry soils and underdratniog 
more, moist soils, if necessary, to plant in 
them. The dry, sandy uplands of some dis- 
tricts have almost entirely escaped the diseaso, 
when the crop has been put in early. 

5, Applying well rotted manure and 
ploughing it in, instead of putting it with 
the deed In the drills, 

Guano and composts, made with liquid 
manure, have proved themselves better than 
stable manure, This and the two last rem- 
edial agents, act by giving the plants a great 
or degree of healthy, general vigor, than 
they would derive from run out seed, in a wet 
soil or in contact with rank manure, 


6. Planing in new soil and disuse of min 
eral manures. It is generally observed that 
the potato has been most healthy when 
planted in new, virgin soll, before the unskill 
ful agriculturist has extracted frém it the 
stores of alkaline and other mineral manures 
remaining in it from the ashes of the forest. 
The composition of the ashes of the potato 
at once explains the reason of this, as the 
table taken frov) Johnston will show : 


toes ; have decided for the present,at least, 
not to cultivate more than three varieties, 
viz: Early Goodrich, Harrison, and Early 
Rose. These varieties combine productive- 
ness, earliness and good quality, free from 
disease, This is all that can be desired, 


SUBSTANCE OF THE POTATO AND MANURES, 
Dawson says the potato contains in its 
tuber, a larger proportion of nutriment 
than the turnip or carrot, chiefly in the 
form of starch with « little albumen, It 
requires the presence in the soil, of potash 
and lime, in considerable quantity. Much 
more than one balf of the A b of the stem 
of the potato, consists of these substances, 
and potash forms nearly one half of the 
ashes of the root or tuber. Potash is con- 
tuined in the stable manure usually applied 
to the potato, and on soils containing lime 
itthrives well aod is less liable to disease 
than in others, Some persons suppose that 
the application of lime and wood ashes, 
cause the potato to be scabbed, This, I 
believe, is a mistake, but salt and door 
manure seem to produce this effect. 

Though the potato will thrive when other- 
wise in a healthy state, with raw stable man- 
ure in contact with its roots, yet there can 
be no question that it grows better with 
rotted manure mixed through the soil, It is 
probable that much of the efficacy of sca- 
weed, which 1s much used as a manure for 
potatoes on the sea const, depends on the 
Soda which it contains, supplying the place 
of potash, The sea manure is thus very use- 
fulon the slaty and grauite soils, which con- 
tain much potash. The lime afforded by 
the sea-weed is probably of more import- 
ance than the soda. 

Animal manures, affording nitrogen, are 
also very importunt to the vigorous growth 
of the potato, as to most other cultivated 
plants. 

ROT AND BLIGHT. 

In the present stute of the potato, the 
rot or blight is the most important subject 
of enquiry, We may devote some time to 
its consideration, und may begin by stating 
the leading facts us to its mode of occur- 
rence, 

Ist. The general diffusion and simultane: 
us occurence of the disease over extensive 
royions, is a remarkable fact and the excep- 
tions arising trom the differences of soil aad 
other causes, are also very instructive in 
suggesting remedial measures, Some of 
these exceptions will be considered subse- 
quently. 

Qod. The disease has usually attacked 
the croput thar stage or te growth when 
the tops are fully tormed, aod when the for- 
mation and filling up of the underground 
tubers are most rapidly proceeding. Yet 
early potatoes often pass this critical period 
in safety, while those which are late are 
attacked, showiny that the weather or tem- 
perature acts with or against the predispo- 
sition at this particular stage of growth, 
and modifies its influence, 

8rd. The disease bas usually first made 
ity nppesrance in the leaves, and descends 
from these to the stems or roots, In the 
leaves unil stems, it appears in the form of 
death wod decay of the tissues, very similar 
to that which results from frost or the ap 
plication of any poisonous substance, 

In the tuber, its progress can be distinct- 
ly observed, and is somewhat curious, The 
tuber consists ofa yast number of little cells 
or bags, tilled with a fluid containing vege- 
table albumen and other substances in solu- 
tion, and having small grains of starch float 
ing on it, There are usually several of these 
atareh grains in each cell, Through this 
cellular tissue, pass bundles of vessels or 
tubes communicating with the eyes or buds 
on the surface of the potato. ‘The disease 
Usually commences at the surface immedia 
tely under the skin, and usually near the 
eyes and penetrates inward along the bun 
dles or veasels, Under the microscope it is 
seen to be accompained by the growth of a 
minute parasitic Sorry noalogous to that 
which causes mildew in wheat, though it 
has not been certainly ascertained whether 
thie fungus originates the disease, or whe 
ther its growth is merely a consequence of 
the change of tissues, It is perhaps most 
probable that the development of the fun 
gue is favored by the disease previously 
commenced, and in seems certain, that in 
some casey the disense exists without the 
fungus, From theae it spreads to the walle 
of the cells, and the fluid they contain be- 
comes decomposed und blackened, and 
after all the rest haa been reduced to a 
brown putrescent mans, the atarch grains 
still remain entire, It bas been observed 
in some instances, that 19 proceeding from 
the atom to the roots, the disease appeared 
frat in the tubera nearest to the stem, The 
beat general yiew that can be givea of such

Hence, it we apply to run 
out or long cultivated soil, lime, wood aslies, 
gypsum (sulphate of lime) common salt, 
chloride of sodium, bone dust, phosphate of 
lime, we supply 1t with some or all of the 
important substances in the above table, and 
thus assimilate it to the virgin soil in which 
experience proves that the potato thrives 
best.

that potatoes in which brown spots of discase 
were already formed, had the progress of 
the change arrosted by being kept dry, and 
that the diseasod spots dried up and lost 
thelr putrescent character, 

If the disease Is observed inthe stalks, the 
potatoes should be dug at once, and if that 
cannot be dono, the stalks should be pulled 
out of the ground, 

Tt ia now about 250 years since Sir Walter 
Raleigh introduced potatoes into England, 
and they haye been constantly cultivated 
during this period, as an Individual plant, 
and baye we any right to expect that such 
crops should be flealthy ? We may not 
know the minute changes which bring about 
tho debility of age, but we know that such 
debility does overtake plants as well us 
animals. 

Grafting aud budding of fruit trees is but 
continuing the lives of individuals, and grafte 
from very aged trees of old yarieties show 
the debility of the parent. Hence, most of 
the finest fruits of m century ago, haye de 
generated and become less worthy of culti- 
yution, and have been replaced by new va 
rivties from theseed, This seems to be one 
of the great laws of vegetable life. Taking 
this view of the matter, we should ‘rather 
wonder that the potato has lasted so long 


and that it now fails. 
We-can,intrath, wccount for its long du 


ration, only by taking into consideration the 
variety of soils and climate in which it has 
been ‘cultivated, the frequent changes of 
seed, and the occasional raising of new va 
risties from the ball,

Nunnery. 


The people of Lyons have heen greatly 
scandalised by the discovery of the utroci-

only profit the conveat reaps, is from the 
sale of the work of the girls during their 
apprenticeship. It scems that a woman 
belonging to the poorer classes, on going 
to the convent to see her daughter, found 
her looking yery ill, On being pressed 
with questions, the child burst into tears, 
and exclaimed, Oh, take me away, take 
me away; I’m frightened.” The nuns here 
interposed, but the mother having « will 
of her own, took the child away with her, 
and on getting her home found that she 
had been beaten black and blue, her poor 


little body being a heap of bruises. 
Another woman, who lad a child at 
the convent, insisted on having her 
child back immediately, Sbe appears to 


have made a great disturbance in the 
convent parlor, and as she refused to 
leaye, four men made their appearance and 
removed her. She went to the police to 
lodge a complaint, and claim her child.—- 
She was restored to her after some demur- 
ring, and was also found to bear the marks 
of conyentual discipline. The judicial 
authorities instituted an inquiry, which is 
likely to lead to 4 trial. From what has 
transpired of the inquiry it appears that 
this clerical establishment entertains such 
a high opinion of corporal punishment as 
to have madeit the ground work of their

Speech from the Throne :— 


Hon. Gentlemen of the Senate and Gentlemen 
of the House of Commons : 
Lhave great satisfaction in having recourse 
to your advice, and I rejoice to think that on 
this, the firat occasion on which I have had 
the honor of addressing you, wo muy con- 
Bratulate ourselves on the axpect of public 
affair at home and'abroad, in prevalence of 
peaceful counsels amongst nations, and on 
the indications of agreement and tranquility; 
favorable ulike tothe development of loreigo. 
commerce and prosecution of domestic jn— 
dustry. 
The great scheme of Confederation was 
Successlully inaugurated under the auspicious 
of iny predecessor, It is tome a source of 
pride to find my name in honorable aseocla— 
“ons with the rising fortunes of tle Dominion 
of Canada, and shall count ita happiness as 
well a8 a duty to co-operate to the

The Vacancies in the Cabinet, 


Some time since, when « portion of the 
Conservative press Were demanding a larger 
representation in the Dominion Cabinet, 
basing thelr claim upon the fact that Oo- 
tario had at the last election given a Con~ 
servative majority; we argued that to do 
40 would, to a certain extent,be a violation 
of the compact entered into in 1867, It 
would not only be a violation of the com- 
pact, but unfair to those electors in Ontario 
formerly connected with the Reform party 
proper, who threw aside past political 
prejudices aod joined with the more wnoder- 
ate portion of the Conservatives, to send 
men to Parliament willing to give u fair 
and honest support to the Government us 
constituted under (hat compact, for the 
consolidation of the North American Pro- 
vinces into one indissoluble whole, 

For this expression of opinion the Globe, 
and the minor satellites which revolve round 
that orbit, were uosparing in their denunci- 
ations of the INTELLIGENCER, for being 
unwilling, as they alleged,to sacrifice every- 
thing for the sake of power and its patron- 
age. Now, however,we bave Mr, McKenzie, 
lender of the Ontariv opposition denouncing 
the Government as will be seen by his speech 
io Parliament,tor oot adhering to the letter 
of that compact by Hilling up the vacancies 
in the Cabinet from the Reform ranks. He 
argued from this stand point that the 
compact had been broken, and that no 
Conlition now existed, 

His estimate of the honusty of bis owa 
party was low indeed, for he continued to 
argue, aotwithstanding what he had said, 
that whenever a member of his party came 
to the House, and joined the coalition, he 
and those who followed him, became ub- 
sorbed in the Conservative ranks, aod 
that & continuation of that coalition would 
prove “disastrous to the Retorm purty.” = 
Strange theory, this; unless we are to take 
it for granted that the pure and immaculate 
Grils stand ready at any moment, for the 
sake of place and power, to snap at any 
bait offered them. Or that that section ot 
the Reform party which has become tired 
of the lash which the Globe and such men 
as McKenzie have been holding over their 
leuds, ure determined to brave the storm 
which these leaders may raise about their 
ears, by joining und supporting the moder- 
ate party, und helpiog to complete the great 
work 80 lisppily commenced under the 
wuspices of its leaders—a work which was 
neurly destroyed by the impracticable de- 
mands sod ambitious conduct of one man, 
who has ever been noted for his unbearable 
tyranny over those with whom he hus acted, 
and whom he drives into bis ranks with a 
lash not more merciful than that of the 
human slave driver, and which bas com-— 
pelied, fortunately tor the peace of the 
Dominion, the more sensible and moderate 
men Of that party to think and act for 
themselves. 

The debate to which we allude brought 
out this fuct, from the leader of the Goy- 
ernment, that negotiations had been enter- 
ed into with a member of the Upper 
House, which negotiations had been delay- 
ed owing to the absence of Mr. McDougall, 
but would be renewed upon his return to 
the seat of Government, The Senator 
referred to, was generally believed to be 
the Hon. Mr. Aitkin, than whom there is 
no man in the ranks of his party stands 
better with theConservatives and supporters 
of the Government generally. We feel 
confident his accession to re Cabinet will 
be generally approved of, excepting ot 
course, such men as Mr, McKenzie, Blake, 
and their few followers, 

Apart from all this, what in the name of 
our common country is thereto justify 
maintnining those distinctions between 
men who are in point of fact a unit upon 
all the public questions of the day, and 
fanuing and keeping ulive those embers of 
discontent that were long ago dead 
aud well nigh forgotten, McKenzie gave 
us his reagon in his speech at the opening 
of the Houae, when he advanced the senti- 
ment that the Conservatives never inaugu- 
rated a Reform, hence the necessity said 
ho, of keoping up party lines. It is wonder- 
fal thut so astute a politician should baye 
forgotten that the great Coutlederation 
scheme was the emanation of the brain of 
«Conservative, and that the Conservutive 
patty carried out Hearty-every great Reform 
that bas been effected in England™uod 
Cavada for years past, It is wellhowever, 
that everyGovernmentshould have a healthy 
and vigorous opposition; it does good,and 
wasists in checking extravaganoe; but th 
Virtue does not alone belong to the oppos 
tion, The supporters of o Government 
never should allow their adhesion to be of 
such 4 character, as not to be free to call 
attention to, and oppose the wrongs of 4 
Government; and if only true to them- 
selves,they will keep the Government within

Deaf und Dumb Asylum. 


Af noy doubts had been entertained re- 
Specting the location of the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum in Belleville, they were 
dispelled last week by the unnounce- 
ment of the Hon. Mr, Carling, Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, that Belleville had 
been selected for that purpose, The pre- 
cise locality could not be mentioned, but 
enough Is known to say that the site of the 
Asylum will be on the Front of Sidney, 
and not not more than a mile from the 
limits of the town. The welection, we be- 
lleve, {8 narrowed down to two or three 
farms fronting on the Bay, either one of 
which will bea most eligible position — 
The ground gradually slopes from the 
wator, the soll is exeeedingly fertile and 
under excellent cultivation, and the build. 
ing will command a magniticont view of 
the Bay and surrounding country. 

We may aay further, that the Commis 
sioner of Pablic Works, at ap impromptu 
gathering just previous to his departure 
onthe Western train, said that the claims 
of the central part of Ontario for the Any- 
lum had been duly considered by the Goy- 
ermnent, and lind been warmly und earn 
estly prevented by the members for the 
County, und that tho location of the Asy- 
lum here was mainly due to the efforts and 
influence of those members, He expressed 
himself highly gratitled with the appear 
ance of the town, the location of the farma 
from which he had to select; and while

? Emigration. 


Efforts have been mado from time to 


time by our Government to attract emi 
@rauts to this country, but the results have 
not been by any means satisfactory. Day 
after day we havo witnessed hundreds and 
thousands sweep by on our railways aod 
stonmboats,all bound for the far west, while 
this country has received but the merest 
fraction of those who land upon our 
shores. Why this should be, is easier asked 
than unawered, It is true, that Canada 
has not had such a yast territory of arable 
land as is possessed by the United Stutes, 
and the inducements we have had to offer 
in this respect, have not been at all com— 
parable to thoue offered by the Government 
ucross the lines, But with the acquisition 
of the North-west Territory, with ite mil- 
lions of acres of prairie laud, its boundless 
forests, its vast mineral wealth, Oanada, 
so far us climate and soil are concerned, 
will stand more on un equality with the 
United States ; while in point of Govern- 
ment wecan offersomething vastly superior. 
But the means taken hitherto, to secure 
immigrants, have not been of that practi- 
cal and sensible character adopted by the 
United States authoriucs. They have 
Cousuls at every shipping port in Europe, 
every one of whom is an emigration agent, 
and who use every effort to secure emigra- 
tion to their country. They are supplied 
with charts aud maps and papers, relating 
to their lands, and are in possession of 
detailed information respecting every part 
of chwir vast territory. ‘These papers, and 
maps, aod charts, and information, are 
scattered through every part of Europe, 
fire found in the smallest hamlet as well as 
in the largest city, and the United States 
is made to appear a perfect paradise. With 
such means, uod such agencies, and such 
inducements, is it any wonder that the 

reat tide of emigration sweeps westward % 
ft is gratifying to know that at length our 
Government iy taking some sensible and 
practical steps towards attracting emigrants 
to Canada. The appointment of Mr. White 
as Emigrant Commissioner to Europe, is 
a step in the right direction. The people 
of Great Britain aud Europe are wotully 
ignorant of this country aud its resources. 
The information they require can be sup- 
plied by Mr. Whito, a gentleman peculiarly 
qualified for the position, and indeed the 
Government in its selection made u choice 
of the very best man they could get. The 
circular of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, published in yesterday’s paper, is 
Another step in the right direction, Another 
movement tending towards the same end, 
is in the publication of a large number of 
cheap maps, to be distributed in the form 
of posters at the different shipping spor 
and other centres of population in’ Great 
Britain. The object of these maps is to 
show intending emigrants where they can 
get free grants ot land within the Domin— 
jon, and give some idea of the resources of 
thiscountry. All these are wise and prac- 
tical measures, and cannot fail in attracting 
hither a very desirable class of emigrants, 
who will contribute to the material wealth 
and prosperity of the country.

Floods West. 

The storm on Sunday night did a great 
deal of damage in the western part of the 
Proyince. In Torontoand Hamilton the rain 
was very heavy, Street crossings were torn 
up, cellars flooded, and other damage done. 

A telegram from Guelph says, a large 
number of mill dams and bridges on the 
River Speed were carried away, 

A telegram from Stratford, gives an ac- 
count of several dams and bridges on the 
River Avon, which were swept away. 

From Dundas a telegram states: A heavy 
flood took place here about five o'clock this 
morning by the breuking away of some of 
the upper damsin Flamboro,'’ occusloned by 
heavy rain last night. The dam at Crossland 
and Brown's woollen millsat the head of 
Dundas broke away tenring 4 portion of the 
mill away and damaging some machinery. A 
great many fences were torn away in the 
upper part of the town, and a number of 
houses flooded. One dwelling house was 
carried away from the foundation—a small 
bridge at Gartshoro’s foundry, and a bridge 
below the cotton factory were carried away 
Considerable damage wos also done around 
the foundry and cotton factory, The flood 
See as abated little ; but the water om 
very. h_yot. Late acconntsa.by-peoplt” 
Tron Flanibor aay that the water is getting 
higberthere, A portion of Clark and Lang- 
try’ woollen mills at Bullock’s Corner was 
forted away, and destroyed 2 good deal of 
machinery, The loss occasioned by the 
flood {s not yet known, butis said tobe very 
heavy. 

In the Western States the storm was also 
Yory severe. A despatch from Chicago aay 
“ The storm yesterday was ono of the severe 
and most extensive that has occurred for a 
long time. It extended nvarly the whole 
Jength of the State, and weat as far av the 
Minsiesippi River, At Bladmington a Catho. 
lic Church not yet completed was blowa 
down and completely destroyed, At Girard 
and Winden, Malenken County, hailetones 
fell aw big as Leo's eggs, and nearly every 
pane of glass was destroyed on tho north: 
weat side of the bulldings, The whole sur- 
face of the country ‘s covered with water. 
At Elgin, the house of Jerome Wiltele was 
struck by lightning, severely injuring’a man 
and boy”

The Flood in Montreal, 


The Star of last evening conclades its ac- 
account of the flood in Montreal as follows 
“This morning the water had commenced to 
rise slowly inthe nolghborhood of McCord 
street,andin the upper portion of Griffin~ 


town ; and at Point 8+, Charlos it was ono 
foot highor than at ten o'clock last night,— 
Tho lake ice in coming down, and the Grand 
‘Trank authorities have received telegrams to 
the effect that the water {# rising In tho 
country above, Tho Inko ico haw probably 
Jammed above the city, Colborne, Shannon 
and Kempt streets are flooded. ‘The damage 
to tho sidewalks has boon pretty extensive; 
many portions of them being washed away 
Through Grifintown gangs of mon wore em- 
ployed this morning in replacing them,— 
Common atreot js strewn with timber left 
thoro by the retreating waters. Tho ticket 
office of tho American Express Company's 
steamers has been stove in by the Ice, ‘The 
river opposite Common street ia atrown with 
large portions of debris, and from appear- 
ances tho damage in this line must be great 
Atone o'clock this afternoon the river had 
again rison over a foot, and it was atill rialng 
at the time of our going to pres,

and improvements, of only £2,181 on the 
increased trafilc curried, But for the fact 
there bud been charged in tho bulf year 
£0,400 for inaurance in the company’s pro. 

perty, the working expenses would have 
been less than inthe same period of 1887, 
notwithstanding the increase of traffic of 
nearly £62,000, This umount for insurance 
represented the hulf year’s premium on a 
policy which came into force Jast July for 
¥%4,800,000 not only for the company’s 
buildings, but also for the wooden bridges 
on the railway, the stocks of cordwood and 
lumber ut the different stations, and alsu 
freight in the warehouses and in transit. 
The late setious losses by fires at Toronto 
aod Sarnia led to this insurance being ef- 
fected, and although the full yalue of the 
company’s property in building, &., was 
of course not embraced in this policy, still 
it was believed to be sufficient to meet all 
ordinary risks. 

The renewals in the half year amounted 
to £126,772, against £85,819, for the cor- 
responding period of 1867. In this sam 
was iocluded a charge of £22,747 for im- 
provements in the renewal of the perma- 
gent Way aod works, an item which jn 1867 
amounted to £17,851, and which was then 
charged to capital The weight of the rails 
had been increased from 621b to 75\b per 
yard. The number of miles of railway re~ 
Inid with new iron in the half year was 
88%, and the number of new ties put in was 
£491,998, The large outlay that had been 
made for renewals had, of course, resulted 
in a very much improved condition of the 
line, 4s Was shown by the reduction in the 
cost of the maintenance of the road,amount- 
ing in the half year to £6,880. The directors 
regretted that the rails sent out from this 
country in 1867, purchased from the best 
mekers, Were not giving satistaction. Tho 
directors took every precaution to secure 
the best rails which could be made, and 
exacted guarantees from the makers which 
they were putting in force. The small 
quantity of steel rails sent out in 1805, 
although placed on a part of the line where 
the trattic was very heavy, showed uo signs 
of giving way. The average receipt per 
passenger was 6s. 9d. aguinst 6s, 9$d. in 
1867, and the average receipt per ton of 
freight was 16s. 8$d. aguinst 163, 10}d. in 
the corresponding period of last year. The

Sensonable Pruning. 

Thove of our readers who have pruning 
yet to ba done, sliould now have it attend- 
ed to as soon as possible. When the grape 
vines ure pruned late, they should be taken 
from their fastenings and laid flat upon the 
ground, to check the flow of sap until the 
wounds at the cuttings pre partially healed; 
—lut them lie, say, three weeks, In pron- 
ing the tops of berry. busbes late, let them 
remain in their bending, natural stute— 
which precaution will prank bleeding; 
and common sense and experiece alike 
teach us that profuse bleeding ia injurious 
to both animals and vegetables. 

Some self wise people ray—“Don't prune 
in frosty weather,; Now the most experi- 
enced pruners do all their pruning in frosty 
weather, whien little els¢can be done, Buch 
is the practice with all the skillful garden- 
ers in European countries, 

lo pruning trees it should be borne in 
miud that the wood dies back of the cut 
as much asthe diameter of the shoots and 
brunches ;—s0 cutting off close and paring 
the wound smooth is very injurious, Knobs 
should be left as long as the diameter of the 
pieces cut off when the branches or stems 
from which the shoots and branches are 
cut remaill sound and uninjured, 

To pruning shrubbery the shoots have 
often to be thinned out, and suckers cut 
away from the roots; the ends of the shoots 
of many species should be cut off more or 
less ns they may need it,—this is such 
kinds as bear their blooms upon the sides 
of the shoots—such as Forsythia, Philadel- 
pbus, otc,; but many specica bear their 
blooms on top of the shoots, us do lilies : 
—fruch sops should not be cut, 

Tn pruning gooseberry and currant bushes 
the shoots are thinned out when they are 
too numerous, and the points of the shoots 
cut off one to six inches, as they may need 
it, 

With raspberry and blackberry the old 
dead shoots are cut down, anda piece is 
clipped from the tops of living shoot. 80, 
the modes of pruning are various tu suit 
the nature of different kinds of plants,—

My Uncle’s System of Economit- 

cal Farming. 


From the Utica Morning Herald. 

Your correspondent, “F. G.,” has been give 
ing to your readers an account of the great 
farming qualities of hia uncle, D, A. Hawn of 
Stark, but I think most of your readers will 
agree with me in saying that my uncle's sys- 
tem, if not superior, is at least more easily un- 
derstood ; it certainly is often tried, and gen~ 
erally with thesame results, My uncle, like 
most farmers in this neighborhood is engag- 
ed to a considerable extentin the dairy bual- 
ness, He generally keeps about fifteen cows 
—of the farfamed breed known as ‘*Scrub.” 
From some unexplained reason they don’t 
look quiet so well lately, their hair stands 
onend too much, My uncle believes that 
something: In the atmosphere Is the cause of 
it, while others believe that Sf they were fed 
a little grain every day it would have a good 
effect. Hv is at present milking four cows, 
threo of them are farrow and the other {a not 
quite farrow, nor quite anything else; in 
fact, slio is a peculiar cow. One pecalarity 
fa that she has been giving mill (always of 
the same quality) for the Inst twenty years, 
another peculiarity is that she hasan iron 
tail. The milk from this pecullar cow does 
not make much butter, neither does it yield 
4 great quantity of cheese, but when slightly 
diluted with the milk from the other cows, it 
sells readily at four centa a quart, My 
uncle, unlike Mr. H., does not allow his mea- 
dows to grow up in the fal), but lets cows run 
on them till they seem to wish to run some 
where else. e does not think that grasa 
keeps very well under the snow, aod even ‘if 
it would keep tolorably well, he thinks that 
{t would keep better in greonbacks. Like 
most economical farmers, he sels consider: 
able hay every fall, which brings in some 
ready money, and forces him to ye a little 
saving of his feed through winter,thuenhow- 
ing thavie knows tlie truc meaning of the 
word “economy.” Thenagain, in spring, he 
usurily realizes considerable cash from hides 
It is but justice to say that tiere is some di- 
versity of opinion on the latter point as to its 
profitableness. Shouldany of yourrendere at
